At  night,  the  Annual  Sermon  before  the  Alabama  Baptist  Bible  Society  ivas 
delivered  by  the  Rev.  M.  Bl  Clement  to  a  crowded  auditory  of  deeply  interested 
hearers.  The  collections  for  the  Bible  cause  amounttiil  to  about  two  hundred 
dollars.

Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trastees  of  Howard  College, 

The  first  and  most  important  duty  which  claimed  the  attention  of  your  Board, 
since  their  last  report,  \vas  imposed  by  the  following  resolution,  adopted  by  the 
Convention  at  its  last  session,  to  wit : — 

"  That  this  body  make  vigorous  efforts  to  raise  during  the  next  five  years,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thous4/id  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  more  amply  endowing 
the  College  and  plaping  it  at  once  upon  a  permanent  and  honorable  foundation." 

A  College  may  possess  ample  endowments,  talented  and  faithfid  professors, 
with  every  facility  for  imparting  knowledge  which  wealth  can  command  or  lear- 
ning create,  and  yet  fail  to  secure  that  degree  of  public  confidence  and  support 
to  which  it  is  deservedly  entitled.  It  has,  therefore,  appeared  to  your  Board 
highly  desirable  that,  w'hile  endeavoring  to  increase  the  means  by  which  the  In- 
stitution may  be  rendered  more  efficient  and  useful,  they  should  also  adopt  suita- 
ble measures  for  securing  the  patronage  and  permanent  support  of  those  who 
may  aid  in  its  endowment.  Generally,  individuals  contributing  to  any  important 
object,  will  feel  an  interest  in  its  success  ;  but  that  interest  is  not  untrequently 
much  augmented  wben  it  is  known  that  they,  or  their  posterity,  may  derive.sonie 
direct  individual  advantage  from  their  benefactions — some  return  foj  the  invest- 
rnent  made.  With  this  view  of  the  subject,  the  Trustees  adopted  the  following 
plan,  as  the  basis  on  which  they  would  proceed  to  raise  the  fond  contemplated 
in  the  above  resolution.  >  , 

1.  Any  individual,  or  association  of  individuals,  subscribing  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1852,  and  i)aying  8  per  cent, 
annual  interest  on  the  same  from  the"  1st  day  of  January,  1847,  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  permanent  scholarship  in  Howard  College,  and  to  an  additional  scholarship 
for  each  additional  thousand  dollars  thus  subscribed. 

2.  Any  individual,  or  association  of  individuals,  subscribing  five  hundred  dob 
lars,  principal  and  interest  payable  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  tuition  ot 
one  pupil  through  an  entire  course,  preparatory  and  collegiate  ;  or  to  eight  years 
tuition  at  the  option  of  the  subscriber. 

3.  Any  minister  of  the  gospel  subscribing  five  hundred  dollars,  principal  and 
interest  payable  as  aforesaid,  shall,  in  consideration  of  his  calling  and  the  sacri- 
fices he  is  often  required  to  make,  be  entitled  to  i  permanent  scholarship. 

It  was,  of  course,  anticipated  that  the  system  of  scholarships  would  diminish, 
in  some  degree,  the  annual  income  from  tuition  :  but  it  is  believed  that  the  ad- 
vantages attending  this  method  of  raising  so  large  a  fund,  will  greatly  excetxl 
the  jlisadvantages. 

The  magnitude  of  the  enterprise  and  the  weighty  consequences  involved  in  the 
issue,  appeared  to  your  Board  to  require  the  ser\-ices  of  an  able  and  c^'^^J^ 
agent;  one  of  experience  and  ener"-y,  and  of  good  report  in  all  the  churches. 
Such  an  one  they  have  found  in  thc^Rev.  A.  W.  Chambliss.  Though  ^PP^^^^ 
one  year  ago,  existing  engagements  did  not  permit  him  to  enter  upon  the  duties 
,of  his  agency  until  the  first  of  January  fast.  Since  that  time  he  has  ^^^l""^^'^*

I  That  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  there  were  seven  Theological 
students,  to  some  of  rwhom  we  affbixied  only  their  tuition;  to  others,  their  books 
f^d  boaid.  Fivc^orthese  students,  having  completed  the  course  thought  best  for 
them,  have  been  honorably  dismissed  from  the  Institution,  and  are  now  laboring 
in  different  parts  of  the  Lord's  vineyard.  Two  of  the  number  remain,  and  two 
others  have  been  received. 

Previously  to  the  last  Convention,  the  funds  sent  up  to  the  meeting  were  suffi- 
cient to  meet  all  demands  ag'ainst  the  Convention  for  the  Beneficiaries.  At  the 
last  meeting,  there  was  a  dcticiency  of  8317  19,  to  meet  the  claims  then 
allowed  and  ordered  to  be  paid.     This  sum  is  now  called  tor. 

The  expenses  of  the  year  now  closed  are  about  $250  ibr  the  l)oard  oi  our 
Beneficiaries,  and  books  to  the  amount  of  about  813.  Thus,  the  amount  of 
indelncdncss  at  this  tiino  is  about  $G12  18.

The  Committee  on  Edacation  Report 

I.  la  Regard  to  the  Howa*bd  College. — We  rejoice  in  the  gtrone  evi- 
denceS  of  its  steadily  increasing  popularity  and  usefulness.  Its  Report  fishes 
many  facts  of  a  very  interesting  nature.  It  has  now  a  Faculty  of  six  in^ctors, 
and  h^s  elected  as  President,  Professor  Sherman,  who  torn  the  commencemeat 
of  thisjlnstitution  has  exerted  himself  M'lth  so  much  energy,  ability,  and  success, 
in  its  management.  The  number  of  students  already  entered  during  the  present 
colleg  ate  year, 'is  greater  thartat  any  formef  period.  The  Rev,  A.  W.  Cham- 
bliss  has. labored  with  zeal  as  Agent  of  the  Board,  and  succeeded  in  raising  nearly 
819,0i)0  already,  towards  the  $100,0010  endo^vment,  recommended  last  year. — 
Much  valuablo^pparatus  has  been  purchased,  apd  the  debt  on  the  building  nearly 
eitingjished.  rPhc  prospects  of  the  College  were  never  so  encouraging,  nor  its 
condition  so  proispcroug.  Amid  such  evidences  of  steady  growth  and  rapid  im. 
provcnent,^  wc  ipust  alj  rejoice.  And  as  we  only  act  wisely,  and  always  do  best, 
when  working  ih  accordance  with  the  apparent  purposes  and  providences  of  God, 
it  seenng  plainlyl  to  be  bur  duty  to  labor  with  all  our  strength,  as  Baptists,  to  make 
this  Institution  one  of  the  greatest  possible  efficiency  and  service  to  the  meml^rs 
of  the  denomination  thijoughoul  the  whole  State.  We  therefore  hope,  that,  if*  the 
Trustees  see  fit,  bur  brother  Chamblis.g,  whose  course'has  been  one  of  zeal  and 
usefulness  in  thi?  agenpy,  will  bfe  cncoiiragcd  to  go  on,  until  the  whole  of  the  con- 
templaied  endowment  is  secured.  From  the  most  ancient  times,  Christians  hare 
been  iji  the  habit  of  leaving  much  of  their  property  by  will  to  endovTellowships 
and  Professorships  in  seminaries  of  pious  learning.  Nearly  all  the  older  instita- 
tions  ii|  the  couritrj'  arc  thus  enriched.  One  of  them  possesses  about  8700,000 
worth  (j)t  property  of  this  kind  yielding  ain  income  of  upwards  of  842,000  a  year. 
Many  Would  fini]  it  a  comfort  to  their  declining  years,  to  feel  that  they  had  dis- 
posed of  their  ribhes  so  as  to  be  doing  good  to  mankind,  centuries  after  they  had 
been  gathered  to  their  fathers  and  >vhilc  slumbering  in  the  dust.

Your  Comnilttee  on  the  State  of  Religion  l)eg  leave  to  Report. 

After  offering  up  to  Heaven  our  devout  gratitude  for  the  blessings  of  ProTi. 
dence,  in  the  continued  good  health  of  our  cpuntry,  and  the  abundant  production! 
of  the  earth,  we  have  great  cause,  also,  tor,  thankfulness  in  the  spiritual  biis- 
sings  which  haVe  been  so  richly  bestowed  upon  us. 

In  reporting  upon  the  Stat.e  of  Religion,  in  the  denomination  which  we  repre. 
^ent,  as  far  as  we  can  gather  inforrnation  from  observation  and  written  docu- 
ments, we  are  6f  the  opinion  that  it  is  in  a  healthy  condition. 

In  reviewing!  the  dealings  of  Provid^^ice  over  us  the  past  conventional  year, 
one  feature  of  i^  is  worthy  pf  peculiar  remark,  that  God  in  his  Lnfiniie  gtedness 
has  preserved  t|ie  lives  of  so  many  of  his  ministers.  Scarcely  one  has  fklkn  a 
victitp  to  death.i  ^  ■ 

The  past  yca^,  perhaps,  has  not  been  so  distinguished  for  revivals  and  int^th- 
erings  in  our  churches  as  in  some  other  part^  of  our  history,  though  our  increase 
has  been  considerable;  an(|  in  the  midst  of  our  prosperity,  in  growing  number?, 
union  and  brotherly  love  every  where  abound  among  us.  We  have  much  cause 
for  gratitude  and  devout  humility,  that  whilst  our  deiio^mination  has  been  weak- 
ened and  interrtapted  in  sonie  other  States  with  isj^  and  heresies,  in  Alabama 
the  arch  enemy  'has  never  succeeded  to  any  serious  extent  in  sowing  the  seeds 
of  discord  aaioni:  the  saints. 

It  is  true, .some  few  of  our  bretliren  do  not  see  exactly  with  us  in  the  great 
missionary  entc^'prise  of  the  age,  yet  they  are,  here  and  there,  yielding  their 
prejudices,  which  are  chiefly  from  education,  to  the  influences  exerted  through 
missionary  operations.  We  jWould  say  iipon  this  point,  and  in  justice  to  our 
brethren  who  do  not  see  asi  we  do,  ihkt  in  their  opposition  to  missions,  they 
would  not  be  understood  as  i  objecting  tb  the  gospel  being  preached  to  every 
creature  under  heaven,  but  thieir  objections  grow  out  of  the  manner^n  which  it 
is  done.  One  ot*  your  committee  was  present  at  an  Association,  a  few  week? 
past,  which  had  not  engaged  ib  the  missionary  enterprise.  The  above  Sentiment 
wals  there  avowed;  afid  after  a  friendly  discussion  and  various  explanations, 
those  brethren  yielded  their  abjections,  and  the  Association  subscribed  about 
8110  to  support  i  missionary  jiu  their  owh  bounds.  We  beg  leav^  to  give  ode 
incident  of  that  discussion.  The  closing  jtiddress  was!made  by  a  private  brother 
of  great  age  and  of  venerable  |a[>pearanG,ei  He  arose  upon  his  trembling  limbs, 
M'ith  a  white  cap  lipon  his  head,  and  with  streaming  eyes  referred  to  ihe  goodiif^ 
of  God  in  converting  his  soul  and  preserving  his  life  to  see  that  meeting,  where 
he  was  blessed  with  the  privilege  to  expi-gss  his  feelings  in  behalf  ol  perishing 
sinners  who  have  not  the  Gospel.  He  then  said,  mj"  brethren  you  toow  niy  ■ 
poverty  and  see  my  inability  to  labor,  biit  put  me  down  one  dollar,  for  it  1 
cannot  earn  one,  I  will  beg  my  boys.  I  know  they  will  give  me  a  dollar.  Put 
it  down.  '  ' 

^  So  that  your  conmiittcc  are  ofthe  opinion  that  we  have  great  reason  to  thank 
God  and  take  courage;  and  that  by  a  patient  persevoi-ance  in  all  that  is  go«xl, 
God  will  more  aI)Undantly  crown  our  lal)ors  and  make  us  a  blessing  to  the  worJO.

Reportof  the  OommltteejDn  Domestic  BLissions.  \ 

The  subject  referred  to  yoUT  comtiiittee  is  intimately  connected  with  the  dear  ^ 

est  interests  of  our  churches,  and  with  the  salvation  of  a  .very  large  proportion  I 

of  the  population  of  our  country.     It  at  once  commends  itself  to  all  who  entertain  I 

correct  views  of  <be  Redeemer's  Kingdom.  /It  is  a  system  of  doing  gSod,  estab-  ' 

lished  by  the  founder  of  the  Cljristian  religion^    He  was  a  domestic  missionary.  j 

He  preached  thle  gosppl  to  the;  poor.     When  his  disciples  would  detain  him  too  ' 

long  in  one  place,  he  |said,  "Let  ug  go  into  the  next  towns,  that  I  roay  preach  ^  \ 

there  also."     "He  w^nt  throiighout  every  city  and  village  preaching  and  shew.  j 

ing  the  glad  tidings  of  the  Kingdom  of  God."    It  is  emphatically  said  of  him,      '      ' 
>'* He  WEST  Avdirr  doing  good."     Especially  was  his  mission  to  the  poor  of  v.: 

"  his  own  "  country.  'This  principle  of  disinterested  benerolence  shed  a  cbarin- 
ing  lustrd  along]  his  entire  pathvyay,  gladdening  the  hearts  of  those  accompany- 
ing  him.  Whether  visiting  fr4ra  houso  to  house,^  from  nllage  to  village,  by  the 
sea-side  or  on  the  mountain-top,  he  gloried  in  "preaching  the  gospel  to  the  poor, 
in  healing  the  hjroken  hearted^  preadbin"  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recov- 
ering of  sight  jto  the  blind."     He  implanted  this  principle  in  the  hearts  of  his 

disciples.     He  fjaid  to  them,'  '^  Go  unto  the  lost  sheep  6f  the  house  oJ  Israel." 

And  "  they  went  through  the  towns  pijeacbing  the  gospel  and  healing  every- 
where." In  an  eminent  degree  did  the  Apostles  and  noinisters  of  Christ  posseiBs 
this  spirit,  after|his  ascension.;  It  was  this  livingj  animating  principle,  which 
called  into  activity  and!  directodl  all  their  energies, iso  that  "daily  in  the  temple 
and  in  every  hobse  they 'cease^l  not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus  Christ." 
t  Hear  one  giving  utterance  tq  an  overflowing  soul :  "  My  heart's  desire  ami 
prayer  to  God  f^r  Israel  is,  that  they  mig^t  be  saved."  Nay,  he  is  feady  to-be  • 
made  a  sacrifice,  if  that  would  sbcure  thejr  salvation — "I  could  wish  thH  myself 
were  accursed  fijom  Christ,  for  tny  brethren,  my  kinsmen  according  to  the%sh," 

This  I  spirit  vj'as  not  iconfinedto  the  ministers  of  the  gospel.     It  aniraated\tbe 
Apostolic  churdbfs.     They  g^ve  themselves  unto  the  Lord.     In  giving  them- 
selves they  gavc|  all.     "  They  tl)at'  had  p(|>ssessions  sold  them,"  and  consecratedx 
the  proceeds  to|the  woifk  of  "4oing  good."     The  poor  gave  according  "to  their  \ 
power,  yea,  andjbeyond'their  pbvver,"  to  slend  the  gospel  to  the  destitute.  \ 

There  is  cause  of  pirpfound  gratitude. to  God  that  thi^  principle  now  lives  and         \ 
moves  anlong  u^.     Ministers,  tot  a  fcvv^  ire  willing  to  leave  comfortable  homes, 
endrared  friend.|i,  inviting  churc^ies  and  p.  competent  support,  for  the  hardship 
and  privakions  6f  a  missionary  life  amonjg  the  poor  and  destitute.     Many  indi- 
viduals, churches  and  associatiohs  are  making  comraeodable  efforts  to  sustain 
these  devdtcd  se^-ants  of  Christ;  |  The  God  of  missions  is  most  graciously  own-    . 
ing-  this  "jlabor  iof  love."     Hundj-eds'have  been  added  unto  the  Lord,  churches       ,  , 
have  becnj  established,  meeting  hduses  erected.  Sabbath  schools  and  Bible  classes 
organizedl;  missionary,' temperance  and  Bible  societies  formed;  Bibles,  trads 
and  rcligiiius  'books  circulated.     Many  who  were  "sitting  in  the  region  and 
shadow  of  dcat|i  have  seen  great  light."  -  Whole  neighborhoods,  as  sterile  as 
pagan  dcsortsj  have  been  made  to  "bud  and  blossom  as  the  rose."'

To  illustrate  this  point, 
howevelr,  we  beg  to  refer  to  the  condition  of  things  in  Liberty  county,  Georgia, 
where  a  joint  mission  is  carri^  on  among  them  by  the  Presbyterians  and  Bap* 
tists.  The  number  of  colored  people  in  the  District  is  4212,  of  whom  1139  (m?^® 
than  one-fburth  of  the  whole  and  moite  than  half  the  adults)  are  members  of  som© 
•hurch,  most  of  them  Baptists.    Where  shall  we  find  among  whites,  a  popuia- 
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tion  more  generaUy  evangeli2ed  than  Xkia  ?  Yet  this  is  what  patience  la  well 
doing  has  accomplished.  The  results  ujion  the  peace  and  good  order  of  dje 
community  are  evident  from  the  following  foots.  Out  of  125  plantatioiML  6o 
have  no  white  person  regularly  resident  upon  them  any  part  of  the  year,  heiuff 
only  visited  during  the  day  by  their  owners  or  managers ;  24  only  have  the  o^ 
er  or  manager  resident  permanently  the  yea;i:  round.  Yet,  in  the  whole  diatricL 
there  is  Jiot  any  regularly  organized  or  active  patrol  The  arm  of  force  has  been 
rendered  unneccessary  by  the  peaceful  influence  of  the  gospel  The  planters 
testify  that  this  religious  reformation  has  increased  the  value  of  their  property 
to  10  ^r  12  pjer  cent.  Drunkenness,  robberies  and  disorders  are  rare,  and  year, 
ly  becpining  more  so.  Prayer  ^nd  hymns  ascend  from  nearly  every  wie  oftheir 
cabins,|in  social  prayer  meetings  on  the'  plantation^  or  in  fomily  devotion,  as 
regularly  as  the  smoke  from  their  chimneys.  The  church  members  generally, 
conduct  themselves  with  great  propriety,  and  cases  of  discipline  are  scarcely  more 
frequent  than  in  our  white  churches. 

5.  The  only  other  reason  we  shall  present,  is  that  arising  from  the  Providence 
of  GodJ  Why  did  he  permit  them  to  be  brought  here  1  Why,  against  our  will, 
and  in  spite  of  the  earnest  iirotestations  of  our  Southern  colpnies,  was  it  allowed 
that  they  should  be  forced  upon  us  and  placed  under  our  control — if  not  that  we 
should  be  to  them  agents  of  good*  the  bearers  of  the  gospel  Instead  of  the 
gospel  being  sent  to  the. heathen,  God  has  in  this  case  brought  the  heathen  to 
the  gospel  And  now,  the  Providence  of  God  seems  to  be  opening  a  wider 
prospect  of  good,  when  the  Christianized  negro  of  America  shall  go  back  to  his 
own  land,  and  proclaim  to  liis  own  kinsmen  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ. 
Where  else,  but  from  the  Southern  States  of  America,  is  the  seed  to  go,  which 
shall  be  sown  in  the  fertile  soil  of  Africa  ? 

The  only  remaining  part  of  our  duty  is,  to  suggest  some  feasible  plans  for  the 
accomplishment  of  what  is  believed  to  be  the  almost  universal  desire  ol  the  Bap. 
tists  of  Alabama,  the  religious  improvement  of  the  colored  people. 

Masters  may  d6  very  much  by  encouraging  the  assembling  oftheir  servant* 
for  religious  worship,  iy  providing  suitable  places  for  their  meetings,  by  having 
them  to  iattend  family  worship  when  convenient,  or  embracing  other  occasiona 
for  reading  the  Scriptures  to  them  and  prayer.  An  active,  pious  son  or  daugh- 
ter,  may  i  do  much  in  this  way.  Preaching  seems  generally  to  be  most  useful 
when  addressed  expressly  to  them,  though  there  are  many  of  them  able  to  profit 
from  the  regular  exercises  in  the  churches.  Some  churches  have  adopted  the 
plan  of  meeting  with  their  colored  people  on  one  Sabbath  in  the  month  besides 
their  monthly  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  them,  (teaching  them 
hymns,  catechisms  and  {mssages  of  Soripture,)  and  worshipping  with  them. — 
This  has  been  found  so  eminently  successful  and  so  usefid  both  to  teachers  and 
^ught,  that  the  Union  Association  have  recommended  it  to  all  their  churches. 

lia  some  churches  where  there  are  large  numbers  of  colored  people,  the  fol- 
lowing plan  has  l^een  found  admirably  adapted  to  their  orderly  discipline  and 
building  up  in  the  jfaith.  The  colored  members  meet  once  a  month  just  before 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  church,  under  the  superintendance  of  the  pastor  or 
some  experienced  white  member,  who  presides  and  keeps  in  a  book  belonging 
to  the  church,  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings.  The  colored  people  are  con. 
sidered  as  a  sort  of  Committee  of  the  church  to  attend  to  their  own  affairs,  and 
recommend  what  they  think  best  for  the  action  of  the  church  as  to  the  reception 
and  discipline  of  colored  members.  These  records  are  read  over  at  eveiy  church 
meeting,  and  the  vote  of  the  church  taken  upon  tach  particular  item  ^^"JJ^ 
action ;  and  nothing  done  by  the  colored  people  takes  effect  until  so  approved  by 
the  church.  In  connection  with  this,  weekly  prayer-roeetings  are  kept  v^  at- 
tended  by  some  white  persons  ;  and  a  suitable  number  of  the  most  pious  and  ei-
